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REPORT. 


To  Hon.  M.  N.  Nolan, 

Mayor  of  tlxe  City  of  Albany : 

Sir.  —  In  pursuance  of,  and  in  compliance  with,  the  provisions 
of  the  ordinance,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  eighth  annual 
report  of  the  number  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  for  the 
municipal  year  ending  April  30,  1878. 

I  observe,  and  deem  it  necessary  to  call  your  Honor’s 
attention  to  the  fact,  that  in  general  the  number  of  births, 
marriages  and  deaths  seems  to  be  very  imperfectly  reported,  and 
I  find  that  there  exists  a  decrease  in  this  respect  from  the 
reports  of  previous  years  which  by  reference  thereto  will  be 
easily  perceived.  Since  entering  upon  the  duties  of  this  office, 
I  have  been  frequently  called  upon  to  respond  to  inquiries 
concerning  births  and  marriages.  In  many  cases  I  have  been 
unable  to  comply  with  these  recpiests,  since  no  returns  in 
connection  therewith  have  been  received  at  this  bureau.  This 
fault  seems  to  rest  with  physicians,  midwives  and  clergymen 
who  neglect  to  make  proper  returns  of  matters  pertaining  to 
their  charge  within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  same  have 
transpired. 

In  connection  with  the  tardiness  of  physicians,  midwives  and 
clergymen,  I  regret  to  say  that  the  undertakers  are  not  exempt 
from  reproach  as  in  many  cases  they  have  neglected  to  make 
their  returns  and  apply  for  a  burial  permit,  which,  by  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance,  is  made  a  condition  precedent  to 
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burial,  for  a  very  long  period  after  the  different  deaths  have 
occurred.  In  reference  to  those  matters  I  would  respectfully 
call  your  Honor’s  attention  to  sections  6,  7  and  8,  article  4, 
chapter  1,  title  1  of  the  Laws  and  Ordinances  of  the  City  of 
Albany,  which  provides  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  physicians, 
parents,  midwives,  undertakers  and  other  persons  to  make 
returns  to  this  bureau  within  five  days,  of  all  matters  required 
to  be  so  reported  by  the  aforesaid  section  of  the  ordinance. 
That  public  registration  is  absolutely  necessary  to  the  welfare 
of  our  city,  no  one  will  doubt,  and  that  the  ordinance  in 
respect  thereto  should  be  fully  and  rigidly  enforced,  every  one 
will  readily  concede,  hence,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  respectfully 
suggest  that  your  Honor  take  such  measures  as  to  you  seem  fit 
and  proper  to  the  end  that  a  strict  compliance  with  the  law 
in  this  respect  be  obtained. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  received  and  recorded 
331  marriages,  1,102  births,  and  1,172  deaths,  making  a  total 
registration  of  2,605,  which  is  103  less  than  last  year. 

Estimating  the  population  of  our  city  at  95,000,  the  ratio 
of  marriages  is  one  to  every  287  or  3.48  to  each  1,000 ;  upon 
the  same  basis  of  population  the  ratio  of  births  is  one  to 
every  86.21  or  11.60  to  each  1,000. 

The  ratio  of  deaths  with  the  same  population  is  one  to 
every  81.05  or  12.34  to  each  1,000.

15,  will  be  found  the  number  of  deaths  in  each 
month,  the  sex,  the  ages,  and  the  per  centage  according  to  the 
ages. 

In  this  table  will  also  be  found  that  there  were  234  children 
who  died  under  the  age  of  one  year,  or  19.96  per  cent  of  the 
total  number  of  deaths ;  of  these  fifty-live  died  between  one 
day  and  thirty  days,  ninety  between  one  month  and  six  months 
and  eighty-nine  between  six  months  and  one  year ;  those  who 
died  under  the  age  of  ten  years  were  463  or  39.50  per  cent 
of  all  deaths. 

There  were  45  deaths  between  ten  and  twenty,  195  between 
twenty  and  forty,  373  between  forty  and  eighty,  forty-four 
between  eighty  and  100,  and  two  over  100  years  of  age.
